SERVIA’S DETHRONED QUEEN BIDS FARE- 
WELL TO BELGRADE. 
Her Guard of Loyal Students Over- 
powered by Gendarmes. 


ONE KILLED AND FIFTY WOUNDED IN 
THE CONFLICT. 


En Route to Roumania—Probable Political 
Complications That May Follow—Ooolie 
Labor in Germany—Russia and the 
Rothschilds—Unhappy Portugal—Kai- 
ser William’s Midnight Oarousal at 
Bonn—General Foreign News. 


BELGRADE, May 19.—The palace of ex- Queen 
Natalie who was rescued by the students yes- 
terday from the custody of the prefect who 
had been ordered to expel her from Servia 
was still effectually protected this morning 
by an organized body composed of students 
and citizens. At II o’clock last night a force 
of gendarmes attacked the cordon of stu- 
dents and citizens which was drawn around 
the Queen’s palace and a severe struggle fol- 
jowed. Many civillans and gendarmes were 
severely injured during the fight and the 
gendarmes were finally repulsed amidst the 
cheers of the students and citizens. 
Throughout the night the city 
of Belgrade was in a fever 
but this morning, after a consultation of the 
Ministers and Regents, it was decided, come 
what may, to expel Natalie from Servia and 
instructions to that effect were given to the 
police. Consequently during the morning a 
strong force of gendarmes made a fresh at- 
tack upon the Queen’s palace and suc- 
ceeded in breaking through the cordon of 
citizens who were guarding Natalie. 
After a sharp fight with the Queen’s 
defenders the gendarmes succeeded in forc- 
ing their way through the cordon and in en- 
tering the palace. The gendarmes then 
forced their way into Natalie’s bedroom and 
summoned her to arise as she must instantly 
leave Servian territory. The Queen calmly 
replied that she would yield to force and re- 
quested the students who had so gallantly 
defended ber and whowere even them pro ; 
pared to lay down their lives for her, to make 
no further resistance soas to prevent any 
more bloodshed, 

rhe Queen was then allowed to dress der- 
self, and after bidding adieu to her defend- 
ers, during which a most touching scene was 
witnessed, the exiled Queen was escorted to 
a private carriage which was in waiting at 
the palace entrance, and was hastily driven 
to the railroad station, followed by the cheers

He was discharged from custody the follow- 
ing morning, but insisted ona hearing and 
vindication, which could not be dented him. 
This brought out the facts of the case, which 
would otherwise have remained guiet. As 
Adolph is himself an officer of the army his 
conduct is severely commented upon.

Capture of the City of Mexico Recalled 
by the Etata Chase, 


HOW SHE WAS TAKEN BY THE GALENA 
AT CORN ISLAND, 


American Commanders Unable to Read 
Their Cipher Dispatches—Balmageda a 
Shrewd Official and a Brave Man—How 
He Punished Those Opposed to His 
Administration. 


New Tonx, May 19.—The case of the £tata 
has almost a parallel in the City of Mexico 
affair. In 1888, the steamer City of Mexico 
sailed from the port of New York with a doren 
men as passengers, Among them were 
Emilio Delgardo and Manuel Moore, both 
known to be partisans of Don Marco Aurelio 
Ioto, ex-President of Honduras, in whose fa- 
vor a movement was on foot in that country. 
The steamer was ostensibly on a trading voy- 
age, but information was given that 
she was to meet the Norwegian steamer Fram 
atCorn Island, andtake up arms and men. 
Thence she was to go on a hostile expedition 
against Truxillio, a seaport on the Caribbean 
coast of Honduras. Alot of ‘‘Fourth Ward 
boys“ had sailed for Turks Island on the 
steamship San Domingo where the Fram was 
totake them on board to convey them to 
Corn Island. Corn Island is off the coast of 
Nicaragua and belongs to that republic. 

Among the adventurers who sailed on the 
San Domingo was a brother of Steve Brodie, 
the bridge jumper. Assoon as his brother 
had sailed away, Brodie, who by the way had 
engaged most of the men, went over to 
newspaper row and hawked about his in- 
formation. A newspaper paid him $100 for 
the news. The Consul of Honduras begged 
the United States Government to send a man- 
of-war after the City of Mexico. 

The Galena, commanded by Capt. Colby M. 
Chester, was then at Key West, was tele- 
graphed to go in pursuit of the City of 
Mexico. She came up with her in the harbor 
ot Corn Island, a neutral port, where she 
was waiting for the Fram. Capt. Chester 
seized the City of Mexico and placed Lieut. 
W. F. Elliott and a prize crewon board. 
This took place in the harbor of Corn Island. 
Gen. Delgardo, Col. Moore and their com- 
panions were placed under arrest, and 
Lieut. Elliott brought the vessel to Key West. 
There proceedings were brought against the 
steamer and she was confiscated. Delgardo 
and Moore were held in bail for violation of 
the neutrality laws and sent to New York for 
trial. They forfeited their bail and escaped 
to Canada and then went to Honduras and 
died in the cause which they had espoused, 
No protest wasever made by Nicaragua be- 
cause of the seizure of the City of Mexico in 
one of her ports. 


CIPHER DISPATCHES.

FRUITS AND GRAIN. 


Cheering Prospect in Canada—The Outlook 
in Other Sections.

It Causes Complications Over a City 
Hall Contract. 


THE BIDDERS CLAIM THEY ACTED U- 
DER A MISUNDERSTANDING. 


The Contract Awarded to a Protesting Bid- 
der—Story of the Case — Architect 
Mann’s Statement-—Faulty Specifica- 
tions on File—Mr. Schneider May Be 


$5,000 Loser. 


The second letting of granite work for the 
new City Hall building isin avery bad con- 
dition to say the least. 

The facts in the case are very plain and 
simple. A bidding was called for; the con- 
tractors were referred to the architect's of- 
fice on Twelfth and Market streets for plans 
and specifications on last Tuesday. The bids 
were put in in regular form and turned over 
to the Committee on Public Buildings, The 
bidders and the amountsof their bids were 
as follows: 

Schneider Granite Co., $149,875. 

Syenite Granite Co., $197,219. 

St. Louis Granite Co., $161,700. 

Henry Ruckert, $224,999. 

It can be seen that the Schneider Co. was 
lowest and the St. Louis Co. (O’Meara: the 
next lowest. Nothing was done at that meet- 
ing beyond making the reference to the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings. On Friday, the 
day when the awards should have been made, 
Mr. Klemm made a verbal statement to the 
effect that Mr. Mann, the architect, wanted 
the award put off for one meeting, as 
he had something to say against awarding 
the contract to the lowest bidder. It was 
then stated that in the Schneider bid certain 
approaches had not been considered and in 
consequence the did was too low. Mr. 
Schneider appeared before the board and 
stated briefiy that he had not figured on the 
approaches and carving. He was told to 
make his statement in writing at 12 o’clock 
to-day.

Mr. Schneider was seen aud said ‘that hits 
men had been led to believe by those at the 
architect’s office that none of the approaches 
or carvings were to be included.

O' Meara, the next lowest bidder, while he 
bids some $11,000 ‘higher, said he would 
not take the contract with the north and 
south approaches if@iuded at the price he 
bid. Mr. Oma, ever, merely said this 
without putting j,@dowm in black and white. 
In any event thera ane the statements of two 
bidders to the effect that the plans and speci- 
cations were misleading and inaccurate. 
If this was not the case Mr. Mann’s 
effort to have the schneider bid thrown out 
and the contract then awarded to O’Meara 
looks even worse than a simple mistake, The 
board received the two communications, sent 
them to the committees, which referred 
them back for fle. The commit- 
tee then reported in favor of award - 
ing the contract to Schneider, which 
report wasadopted and the contract duly 
awarded. Mr. Schneider will probably for- 
telt the $5,000 deposit made with his bid and 
let the contract go, as he claims it is impos- 
sible to do the work at the price he bid. 

The whole business has been badly 
handied, and it is certain that two of the 
bidders had but a vague understanding of 
what was wanted. 

LOOKS SUSPICIOUS. 

Coming as this complication does right on 
the heels of the brick work contract on the 
same building, which was let in violation of 
the charter to the Speaker of the House of 
Delegates, it makes the situation look rather 
queer. The brick contract was bid 
in it wil} be remembered by Martin

Jerome Todd et al., appellants, from Knox 
County; Anthony F. Zeitinger, respondent, 
vs. J. J. Hackworth et al., appellants, from 
Wayne County. The case of Chas. Kieimann 
vs. Anna Gieselmann et al. was reversed and 
certified to the Supreme Court, 

In the case of Fred Loehr against James 
Murphy, the court reversed the decision of 
the lower court in sustaininga demurrer to 
the plaintiff’s petition and remanded the 
case for trial. Loehr wants certain property 
of Murphy made subject to a judgment which 
he, Loehr, obtained against him.

THE GAS-HOUSE TEAGEDY. 


Coroner's Investigation of the Fatal Le 
clede Accident at “Station K. 

The official inquiry into the accident at the 
Second and Convent streets works of the 
Laclede Gas Co. last Sunday, where by the 
sudden falling in ofa roof one man was 
killed and several others seriously injured, 
was begun at noon to-day in the 
Coroner’s office by Deputy Coroper 
Meade. Attorney W. H. Lee appeared for 
the Laclede company in the investigation, 


and Vice-President Thompson of the com- 


pany was also present throughout the pro- 
ceedings. 

The first witness called was Wm. Leddin 
of 620 South Broadway, an employe of the 
Laclede company. He testified that he was 
one of the workmen at Station 4 of the 
company’s works, located at Second and 
Convent, and was in the  bufliding 
when the roof fell last Sunday.

NEVER CAME BACK. 


Miss Annie Tretter’s Mysterious Dis- 


J. O. Scott Arrested for Defrauding News- 
papers—Thomes F. Gately’s Strange 
Assault on Harry Chase—Dan Brown, 
a Negro, Removed to the Hospital 
From the Jail. 


Miss Annie Tretter, who lived in the village 
of Luxembourg in the southern portion of St. 
Louis County, has disappeared from her 
home, and though she has been absent for 
nearly two months, the residents of the little 
place are still intensely excited over the mys- 
tery and there is no other subject of gossip in 
the village. She was the daughter of Joseph 
Tretter, a wealthy butcher and cattle dealer, 
and since she went away he has almost given 
up his business, for he has devoted nearly all 
his time to a vain search to find her. She left 
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ak 
Miss Annie Tretier. 
home on March 80, ostensibly to visit a 
brother who lives on South Broadway in this 
city. Since then she has not been seen or 
heard of. She did not reach her brother’s 
house andno onein the neighborhood saw 
her. 

Miss Tretter was 19 years old and though 
she had many admirers among the young 
men of the village she had no sweatheart 
that her parents knew of, and they do not 
believe that she has run away with any man. 
None of those who knew her in Luxembourg 
are missing, and her friends do not think 
that she knew anyone in st. Louis well enough 
to have eloped. 

Mr. Tretter, telling of his daughter’s dis- 
appearance, said: 

On March so she came to me and told me 
that she was going to the city to visit her 
brother. I did not want her to go because 
she had been very sick and had not been out of 
bed long enough to recover her strength. 
The trip is a long one, and I was afraid the 
fatigue of travel might cause a relapse. She 
said she felt strong and begged so hard to go 
that I thought perhapsI had better humor 
her, so finally Iconsented. She kissed us all 
good-by, as she always did, and started for 
the city. Since then I have been unable to 
get any trace ot her. She did not reach her 
brother’s house, and no one in that neigh- 
borhood saw her. Where she has gone I 
don’t know, and I cannot imagine what has 
led heraway. She wasa good girl and was 
as happy at home as any child I ever knew. 
She had her friends and received them at 
home, but there was no one who was par- 
ticularly attentive to her. I don’t believe 
she has gone away with any man, for I don’t 
think she cared enough forany ofthem. The 
only way in which I can account for her dis- 
appearance is in the belief that her recent 
sickness in some way affected her mind 
and she wandered off somewhere and was 
lost. 

Many of the people of Luxembourg think 
that Miss Tretter must have committed sul- 
cide, probably because she feared a return of 
her sickness. They have searched all the 
country around there, and have watched the 
river closely with a hope of finding her body 
if she was dead, but they have learned noth- 
ing of her.

THE SOUTHS APATHY IN THE THIRD | 


PARTY MOVEMENT. 


That Section Feebly Represented—Difticul- 
ties Which Are Likely to Beset the} 
Convention—Various Interests. Repre-| 
sented—Prominent Leaders Present—/| 


Drift of Sentiment. 


Ormvcinwatt, O., May 19.—The opening day 
of the much talked of National Union Confer- 
ence is blessed with a mild temperature, less 
trying to the delegates from warmer climes, 
who bore with them the signs of summer in 
straw hats and light clothing, than the 
frosty air of the past few days. The weather- 
stained farmers, who make up the greater 
portion of the deiegates, make picturesque 
figures in the throngs on the sidewalks and 
especially in the hotel lobbies. The 
calm before the storm ig found 
everywhere this morning as the last words 
are spoken by the managers whoin every 
affair of this kind have the sagacity to know 
how to set in motion the effectua! mental mu- 
chinery for the production of desired results. 
There is no doubt that much brain work of 
this kind has been done here, and there are 
those who assert that not only are the die- 
ferent parties represented here trying to 
manage the others in certain interests of 


their own but that both the great leading 
awake 


the 
these malcontents 
redound to the success of the old parties. Of 
course no specifications can now be given in 
support of thistheory. It is secret work that 
would die from publicity. But there are 
whisperings that the secret work is going on, 
and it is not hard to discover that among the 
diverse elements here represented there are 
unmistakable efforts to bridge over chasms in 
sucha way that neither side shall suffera 
disadvantage. 

It is more and more apparent that the work 
of the conference is of great magnitude and 
dificulty; whether this shall appear in the 
public proceedings or not depends on the 
skillfulness with which these sagacious man- 
agers perform their preliminary tasks. If the 
conference succeeds it is' likely to attraet 
wide attention from the country, but it it dis- 
solves in hopeless antagonisms over essen- 
tial principles, and thus proves that there is 
no rational political affinity between its com- 
ponent parts its place in political history will 
not be conspicuous. 

* APATHY OF THE SOUTH. 

A feature that has attracted some attention 
this morning is the apparent apathy of the 
South. Their delegates are not here in great 
numbers. Indeed so far as can be asceér- 
tained unofficially at this hour, the Southern 
delegates are very few. This sparsity of 
representation is not looked upon as wholly 
accidental, when it is known that such a 
man as Congressman Livingston of 
Georgia is here not as a delegate. 
Itis said that he is here not even in active 
sympathy with the third party movement 
but simply to study the situation as Kk shall 
be presented by the proceedings of this as- 
semblage. Not being a delegate he cannot 
hope to influence its public action but his at- 
titude is regarded as indicative of a genergl 
lack of sympathy with the movement in the 
South. 

Senator Peffer of Kansas, though represent- 
ing the very center of the third party move- 
ment,is also guarded in his talk on the 
subject. 

Mr. Powderly, the leader of the labor in- 
terests, is likewise not hereasa delegate. 
More and more the outcome of the conference 
becomes problematical. This morning is oc- 
cupied with perfecting State organizations, 
and at2p.m.the conference holds its frst 
session in Music Hall. 

es, added Mr. Powderly, a very large 
number of the delegates are knights, perhaps 
as many as two thirds, but they are here not 
as representing the order, but as coming 
from political clubs of other bodies of which 
they are members. A number have signified 
a wish to know how I would advise 
them to act on such questions 
as the immediate third party movement of 
which you have spoken, but I have declined 
to indicate any course of action. It is exactly 
such bossism that we are fighting in the old 
parties, and my life work ts to arouse the 
people to think for themselves. The work- 
ingmen I have always believed should tie 
themselves to no one man or party—they will 
then be in a better position to dictate terms. 

SCENE 1N MUSIC HALL. 

The scene in Music Hall when the delegate 
were taking their places was decidedly a pe- 
cullar, yet attractive one. It resembled 
nothing so much as a State Fair, which in 
some way had suddenly collided with a na- 
tional Republican or Democratic convention, 
the hall in its great size and general appear- 
ance strongly reminding one of the im 
mense structure in St. Louis in which 
Grover Cleveland received a nomina- 
tion for the Presidency. It was 
like that building on the day of the nomina- 
tion, filled with an animated throng, full of 
bustie and hurried conference. Confusing

INDIANA POLICE LAW. 
TERRE Hautes, Ind., May 19.—Judge MeNutt, 
in the Superior Court yesterday, held the 
State police bill passed by the last Legisla- 
ture applying to Terre Haute unconstitu- 
tional for two reasons. The first is because 
of the five-year residence clause on the eli 
gibility of members of the Police Depart- 
ment, which the court holds as a violation of 
article 23 of the bill of rights which provides 
that one class of citizens shall 
mot enjoy rights to which other 
citizens are not eligible. The 
second reuson is because of the clause divid- 
ing the potice force equally between the two 
parties which the court holds is a violation 
of the same article of the constitution, The 
decision is in the nature of a ouster on the 
State police force, and the old heads of the 
city police will resume charge unless a stay is 
granted pending an appeal, which is doubt- 
ful.
